Minister Gasana took the opportunity to call on the 
nonaligned countries to cooperate \vith the international 
tribunal for Rwanda by arresting and extraditing any 
Rwandan genocide criminals residing on their territo- 
ries. 


The minister of foreign affairs and cooperation ex- 
plained that those who want to put the death of President 
Habyarimana and the Rwanda genocide and massacres 
into the same category are simply seeking to protect 
those who perpetrated the tragedy. However, Dr. Gasana 
added: Those who love the truth, and who want to know 
more about the circumstances of the death of Habyari- 
mana should get in touch with the former government 
forces, the abatawazi [Kinyarwanda for those who come 
to the rescue] government, and a French captain by the 
name of Barril, who have erased any traces likely to 
facilitate proper investigations, and who prevented UN 
Assistance Mission to Rwanda forces from gaining ac- 
cess to the site where the presidential plane crashed. 


Minister Gasana also explained to the nonaligned coun- 
tries that there is no civil war on ethnic grounds in 
Rwanda, but that the tragic events which shook the 
country were minutely prepared by the former ruling 
party, the Republican National Movement for Democ- 
racy and Development and its associates — those who 
were ruling at that time — and soldiers. [passage omit-

All Human Rights 


[Cros] The Zairian Army is often accused of human 
rights violations. In many areas of Zaire it is seen as an 
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army of occupation. Does that not worry you as head 
of the Army? 


{Mobutu] Put aside the propaganda. It is thanks to the 
Zairian National Army that I unified the country. Due to 
my presence at the head of the country there have been 
many changes in the behavior of the Zairian soldier: 
During colonization he was led to believe that he was 
superior to his fellow citizens who he was at liberty to 
bully. I have succeeded in convincing him that he is 
one of the people and that his duty is to protect them. 
When the Belgian Army went to Somalia, its behavior 
was magnificent, except for a few soldiers. Can you 
then say that the whole of the Belgian Army behaved 
badly? Zaire is the only country in the world for which 
Belgium is not prepared to accept any mistakes. 


{Cros} Should the numbers be reduced? 


{Mobutu] Zaire has 9,000 kilometers of borders, nine 
neighbors, and a huge surface area. We have 130,000 
soldiers. What could we do with under 100,000 men? 


{Cros} But is it still of any use in its present form? There 
is a shortage of ammunition.... 


[Mobutu] I believe that it is still capable of doing 
something. I do not know if an army can say that it 
has no more ammunition, especially in the press or to 
the outside world. 


[Cros] [Prime Minister] Kengo has publicly stated on 
a number of occasions that the generals in your Army 
were involved in trafficking in forged currency. 


{[Mobutu] Kengo has so far failed to identify who 
these generals are. If they are identified and if these 
accusations are true, they will no longer belong in the 
Armed Forces. 


[Cros] Is an inquiry in progress within the Army? 
[Mobutu] I have not been informed of anything. 


[Cros] What can be done to recreate an agreement 
between the Army and the Zairian people? 


{Mobutu] You have fathers of families in the Army who 
have not been paid for three or four months. Under these 
conditions, theories about discipline do not penetrate 
through to them. If they are paid regularly I assure you 
that they will. I know them. 


[Cros] Members of the Civil Guard are still involved in 
security activities in Kinshasa (I have just met someone 
who is usiag their services), after the government had 
banned it. 


{Mobutu} No, no, no. It no longer exists. The defense 
minister is quite clear on this: everyone has been 
withdrawn. 
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[Cros] How do you view human rights? 


[Mobutu] It sickens me to see today how those who left 
Zaire with no tradition of human rights are now trying 
to preach to me. 


[Cros] What do you consider to be the most important 
human rights? 


[Mobutu] All human rights! No principle can be ex- 
cluded. 


[Cros] What have you done to allow Zairian: to enjoy 
these rights? 


(Mobutu] When I came to power, no woman voted. It 
is I who politically educated the Zairian woman so that 
she is abic to actively participate in the exercise of these 
rights. Since President Mobutu has been here, women 
have been able to occupy positions as MPs, regional 
governors, ministers... Another thing: at the time of 
independence, the Zairian citizen known as the Pygmy 
had no rights. He was paid half of that earned by a 
Congolese worker. In December 1969 I decided to make 
the Pygmy a full citizen. Today there are Pygmies in the 
Presidential Guard, in the ranks of captain, lieutenant, 
sub-lieutenant. They are respected and saluted. That 
is not any of your theory. And those who work in a 
company receive the same wage as the others. 


Privatizations and Personal Fortunes 


[Cros] The government has announced bills to privatize 
public companies. What do you think of this? 


(Mobutu] Some sectors of the national economy should 
be privatized. But I do not believe now is the time. You 
cannot decide to do this during the period of transition. 
It has to be done by an elected government, one which 
enjoys the full confidence of the people. 


[Cros] So you disapprove of Kengo’s plan to sell 
Gecamines to a Franco-South African consortium? 


{(Mobutu] I tell you that he cannot do this. He cannot, 
simply because it was not provided for in the agreements 
between the political parties. I repeat, this must be done 
by an elected government. 


[Cros] The standard of living in Zaire today is lower 
than at the time of independence. A few years ago the 
American magazine FORTUNE estimated your personal 
fortune as equivalent to Zaire’s foreign debt, or several 
billion dollars. What about this? 


(Mobutu] There are some intolerable things in the press. 
The press is there to provide objective information. My 
personal fortune can only be found in Western banks. 
No bank is able to say that Mobutu has this or that 
amount. This is reported purely in order to misinform. 
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[Cros] It is said that you like money a lot, that it is your 
weakness, that you are unable to keep to a budget. It is 
also said that you distribute a lot of it to those around 
you. What is your relationship with money? 


[Mobutu, laughing] President Mobutu simply lives on 
his allowance, which, since the creation of the Transi- 
tional Parliament, has been set by MPs following a gov- 
ernment recommendation. Do you think they are going 
to agree to an allowance which allows the president to 
hand out money because he likes it? 


If Elected by a Majority, Would He Return to 
Authoritarianism? 


[Cros] How do you establish the difference between 
your role as head of state and your role as leader of one 
of Zaire’s political parties? 


{Mobutu] It is very easy. As long as I am head of 
State, it is the first vice president of the MPR [Popular 
Movement of the Revolution] who runs it. It is no longer 
me. When the executive council of the MPR asks to see 
me, I cannot refuse, but I do not convene them. 


[Cros] Do you see the benefits of a multi-party system 
or did you just give in to the inevitable? 


[Mobutu] With the passage of time, as there was a need 
to progress, I find that this is a very good thing. It has 
enabled me to see exactly who is with me. I am not 
accusing anyone of hypocrisy but I can now see clearly. 
I am no longer in a position to say, as I was when the 
MPR was the single party, that everyone is with me. I 
would rather say: The majority of the Zairian people are 
with me. And I am proud of this. 


[Cros] Why, during the first six months of the year, was 
there a rapprochement between the presidential party 
and the radical opposition, directed against the prime 
minister? 


[Mobutu}] Do not think that when you are in the MPR 
or the presidential majority that everything is dictated 
by me. They are free to make their own contacts. I do 
not hide the truth: They always come to see me to speak 
with me. For example, when I took the decision to say 
that Kengo, the opposition prime minister, should be 
supported by my supporters, it almost split the MPR and 
the presidential majority. Fortunately, party discipline 
won the day. 


[Cros] On 24 November you will be celebrating 30 years 
in power. What do you have to show which you can be 
proud of? 


(Mobutu] National unity. It has allowed my people to re- 
gain their identity; today, everybody says he is Zairian, 
thanks to President Mobutu. Peace also. Look around 
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you: There are economic and political difficulties, but 
the people live in peace all the same, with the hope that 
tomorrow, when the political confusion is over, things 
will work out. There are also projects such as the Inga 
dam, the Marechal Mobutu bridge in Matadi... 


{Cros} What do you regret? 


[Mobutu] The present situation. This does not make me 
happy. That is why, after the elections, my commitment 
will be to changing Zaire’s image and as quickly as 
possible. I must also say that I was a little too ambitious. 
With hindsight, I believe that I should have concentrated 
primarily on the social situation and built hospitals. But 
I believe we made a lot of progress with the schools. 


{Cros} But the school system is not working. Children 
do not attend, the teachers are not paid.... 


[Mobutu] The teachers are paid but they do not give 
lessons! 


[Cros] Because they do not earn enough to live on. 
(Mobutu] That is the truth: unpaid wages! 


[Cros] But that has not just happened suddenly. It is 
part of your record. Would you not have liked it to be 
a little more impressive? 


{[Mobutu] Madam, on 24 April 1990 the dollar was 
worth 535 zaires, and I was running things. Look at 
it today! (worth about 16,000 zaires, ed.) 


[Cros] But you must accept the responsibility because 
you were running everything. 


[Mobutu] I am not one to say that all the good 
comes from me and the bad from the others. Everyone 
must bear their own burden of responsibility. My 
responsibility goes up to 24 April 1990. After that it 
is a story of political confusion and President Mobutu 
has no longer been in command. That is the truth. 


{Cros} But we could have hoped for a clearly better 
Situation than the one you left in 1990. 


[Mobutu] But Madam, everybody was agreed that with 
the democratic process I had initiated a new era would 
begin for Zaire, in all areas. But it created political 
confusion and the outside world also bears a share of the 
responsibility for this chaos. It divided Zaire into two 
Camps, supporting one and demonizing the other. In the 
Kengo government there are members of the opposition 
who can travel to Belgium or Germany. Those who are 
with President Mobutu are refused visas. What is this? 
It is interference. 


[Cros] Is it true that you said that you would hand back 
the country in the same state as you found it — namely, 
chaos? 
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(Mobutu, laughing) I said that to whom? Can you 
possibly believe that I could have said such a thing? 


[Cros] Are you really prepared to relinquish power if 
you are not elected? 


(Mobutu] That very day. 


[Cros] If that happened what advice would you give to 
your successor? 


{[Mobutu] Oh, for example: My successor would cer- 
tainly not be a military man, so he would have to man- 
age the Armed Forces. He would need advice. The same 
thing for the people: In Lower Zaire it is not the same 
as in Shaba or in the two Kasai regions. I know how to 
speak to the people of Upper Zaire or of Maniema. My 
successor will be starting from zero. I will have to ad- 
dress the country in order to ask the country to support 
my successor, calmly and peacefully. I cannot leave in 
anger. 


[Cros] If you were re-elected and had a majority 
in Parliament, would you consider, perfectly legally, 
steering the country back toward a more authoritarian 
regime? 


[Mobutu] (He shakes his head vigorously.) No. It is too 
late. 


Drive Out Rwandan Refugees? I Do Not Agree 


[Cros] In September you spoke about Rwandan refugees 
in Kivu Province, stating that Zaire should no longer 
give the impression of driving out the people it had 
taken in. You are therefore in disagreement with Prime 
Minister Kengo’s government which set a 31 Decem- 
ber deadline, after which Rwandan refugees will be ex- 
pelled? 


{[Mobutu] There are ultimatums and ultimatums. The 
Rwandans were given a friendly welcome on my 
instructions. I will not comment on the ecological 
destruction they have caused. Today, because of this 
destruction, must Zaire come to an arrangement with 
international organizations to give the impression that 
under foreign influence or because the refugees are 
bothering certain people in the country, we want to drive 
them out? I do not agree to this. In all good faith, as 
head of state in this country, I cannot agree to driving 
them out. They must return of their own accord. For 
those who do not want to, Zaire has the duty to come to 
an agreement with the international community either to 
move them back more than 150 km from the borders of 
their countries or to settle them elsewhere. That is the 
nobler solution. 


[Cros] These refugees are settled in a region where 
there have already been clashes between Rwandan 
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sympathizers and non-Rwandan sympathizers. Your 
position on this issue has changed over the years. In 
1972 a legislative decree awarded Zairian nationality 
to all Rwandan-Burundian nationals who had settled in 
Zaire prior to 1950. In 1981, you passed another law to 
reverse this policy. Why? 


[Mobutu] Nationality is not a gift. You cannot say: Here 
are a million people, they are to become Zairian. The 
1981 decision was taken because these friends, rather 
than apply for nationality, wanted it to be granted to 
them as if we were handing out loafs of bread. The 
majority in the country did not accept this. Nationality 
yes, but you must apply for it. 


(Cros) Many analysts speak of rivalry between yourself 
and Ugandan President Yoweri Museveni for regional 
leadership. What about this? 


(Mobutu] People exaggerate a little. I am not going 
to waste my time seeking leadership. Every country 
is sovereign. For historical reasons, Zaire joined with 
Rwanda and Burundi to form the Economic Community 
of the Great Lakes Countries [ECGLC]. Uganda is 
a member of other regional organizations. I have no 
need to search for a leadership role, especially as I 
am Africa’s longest serving leader, after the King of 
Morocco. Uganda is interested in Morocco because the 
RPF (Rwandan Patriotic Front] now governs Rwanda. | 
am interested in Rwanda because I am the president-in- 
office of the ECGLC. This has nothing to do with any 
rivalry between Mobutu and Museveni. 


{Cros} Does the OAU still have a role to play in Africa? 
It has shown itself to be powerless.... 


{[Mobutu] No, no, no. It is not a question of being 
powerful or not, it is a question of resources. The OAU 
has not the resources to implement policy and we have 
given it a major role to play. 


Fear of Sudan 


[Cros] Zaire has been accused of allowing the Sudanese 
Muslim Fundamentalist Government Army free passage 
across its territory to attack the Christian and animist 
guerrillas in southern Sudan. Is this true? 


(Mobutu] Just a few years ago I was accused of 
supporting the Christian guerrillas against the Arabs 
of northern Sudan. Today, Zaire has other concerns 
(increasing unity, beating the economic crisis) than 
interfering in what is happening elsewhere. 


[Cros] So if it occurred it was not deliberate? 


[Mobutu] My foreign policy is to cooperate with all 
neighboring countries. I believe that diplomacy should 
first of all involve being on good terms with your 
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neighbors. I have done everything to achieve this, also 
with Sudan. But when I began this policy, it was said 
(iat I had done so to help the Sudanese Government 
attack the Christians from behind. | am a Christian 
myself. Religion has nothing to do with this. 


[Cros] Do you see Sudan as a source of instability for 
Africa? 


[Mobutu] I am not in a position to answer because | 
am on good terms with the Sudanese Government. And 
I do not know what actions they have taken so far to 
destabilize me. 


[Cros] The Sudanese Muslim fundamentalists are con- 
ducting an active propaganda campaign in your country 
(where the Muslims claim to represent 8 million out of 
a population of 40 million), in particular through charity 
Organizations which depend upon the Islamic National 
Front. Does that worry you? 


[Mobutu] That cannot worry me unduly. In Zaire, Islam 
represents just 1 percent of the population, those are 
the official statistics, not propaganda. Since I have been 
head of state, I have financed Islam (construction of 
schools, payment of teachers,....) to avoid any injustice. 
I am head of state for all the people, including the 
Muslims. 


Belgium Must Stop Interfering 


[Cros] Do you sense a warming of relations between 
Belgium and Zaire? 


[Mobutu] To tell you the truth, that is not the issue. 
The underlying problem between our countries is one 
of interference. We are two sovereign countries. What 
happens in Belgium is not my problem; conversely, 
what happens in Zaire is not the concern of the Kingdom 
of Belgium. If we could reach agreement on this single 
point, you would see that everything would be fine. 
Discretion prevents me from naming any names, but I 
receive many European delegations who say they have 
no problem with Zaire and that the reason their country 
has taken measures against us is to respect the good 
relations between European countries and that we must 
settle this with Belgium. That is what bothers us. I am 
not the one accusing Belgium: It is other people who 
tell me that they are unable to establish good relations 
with Zaire because of your country. I could give you 
Six, seven, eight names. 


[Cros] Is there a cultural misunderstanding between the 
two countries? 


[Mobutu] No. Some Belgian politicians believe they 
must dictate to Zaire how it is to conduct its affairs. 
As long as President Mobutu leads Zaire the answer 
will be no. That is what it is all about. 
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[Cros] If we could rewrite history, would you have 
preferred Zaire to have been colonized by another 
country than Belgium? 


[Mobutu] It is the Good Lord who willed it. I am 
a product of Belgian colonization. Do you know that 
Belgium is the only country in the world where you can 
leave me at the airport and I can go where I like because 
I know it well, I know my way around? I studied there, 
trained there, I have many friends there. 


{Cros} You never say: If only Zaire had been colonized 
by such and such a country? 


{[Mobutu] No Madam. On the other hand, if we want 
to look at things as they really are, it must be said 
that England or France do not behave toward their 
former colonies as Belgium does. It is night and day. 
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As soon as something goes wrong in a former French 
colony, France seizes the opportunity to sort things out, 
to intervene on its behalf at the IMF or even in the 
case of internal conflicts. So that things can go better. 
That is not the case in Zaire. Official Belgium takes up a 
position in favor of those who oppose President Mobutu. 
Always against President Mobutu. That is interference. 


Another thing: Belgium believes that aid for Zaire must 
pass through non-governmental organizations [NGO's]. 
We have a law dating back to Leopold II which governs 
NGO's. This states that an NGO may only legally exist 
if authorized by an order from the head of state. Today, 
because this was done in Kivu Province, there has been 
a huge increase in NGO's. They are not all legal. We 
are going to restore order in this area. Especially before 
the elections.

Sudanese ‘Refugees’ Arrested in Eastern Section

Seventy-five Sudanese refugees who have illegally 
crossed to Kenya through Uganda have been arrested 
in Garissa town [eastern Kenya]. 


The refugees, who claimed to have left their camps in 
Uganda, said that they entered the country through [the] 
Busia border post using pass entrance [as received]. 
[They] were arrested on Thursday in transit to Liboi 
{on the Somali border]. 


The Garissa OCPD [Officer Commanding Police Divi- 
sion], Supt. Wasike, confirmed the arrest and said they 
had already been charged in court and would be repa- 
triated back to their country of origin or to their camps 
in Uganda. He said the group was arrested by police 
manning the Garissa bridge from their passes in transit 
to Ifo, adding that they all possessed fake united nations 
high commissioner for refugees papers [sentence as re- 
ceived]. 


Interestingly, none of those claiming to be registered 
with [the] UNHCR have any original documents apart 
from photocopied and hand-written letters without [the] 
UNHCR logo. Supt Simiyu [name as received] said the 
refugees could not even produce their entry passes or 
be identified as genuine refugees "and the way they 
entered Kenya remains mysterious and needs to be 
investigated”. 

The 75, who included men, women and children, are 
sheltering at the police station. He told the police to 


be alert on the movements of people pretending to be 
refugees. 


Most of them produced expired photostat copies of UN- 
HCR cards signed by Uganda’s ministry of local gov- 
ernment and others produced Lutheran World Federa- 
tion cards. The majority did not have any documents to 
argue their case. [The] United Nations High Commis- 
sioner for Refugees representative, Mr. Obuya Samson, 
dismissed the refugees’ claim as baseless and unaccept- 
able. He sa:d [the] UNHCR office at Ifo in Dadaab Di- 
vision would not accept or grant them any refugee status 
since ‘he way they entered Kenya was questionable. Mr. 
Samson said photocopies of UNHCR cards was not in 
accordance with UNHCR regulations. 


Mr. Samson said [the] UNHCR followed certain proce- 
dures in [the] transfer and resettlement of refugees and 
could not be involved in moving groups of refugees 
from one country to another without consulting the host 
country. He said if these refugees were genuine, they 
would have resettled at Kakuma (northwest Kenya] in- 
stead of Ifo, and said refugees under the protection of 
[the] UNHCR were not allowed to travel incognito with- 
out being accompanied. 


He charged that Kenya and Uganda does not have any 
agreement on the transfer of refugees and called for their 
immediate repatriation to either Sudan or Uganda. 


The Garissa District commissioner Mr. Peter Alubale 
said that the government would not allow any more 
refugees from another country [to enter] and warned 
the government would not condone illegal movements 
of refugees and anybody found would be prosecuted. 
He wondered how 75 refugees could cross into Kenya 
{and] bypass the UNHCR head office in Nairobi [and 
get) to Garissa without being detected. 


He said the government would soon ascertain how they 
crossed into Kenya and their motives. He told UNHCR 
that Garissa was not a dumping ground for refugees and 
appealed to [the] UNHCR to establish those behind the 
alleged transfer.

The report was prompted by claims in a book by two 
journalists that South Africa had not destroyed all its 
nuclear weapons in 1993, and some nuclear devices 
might have fallen into the hand of rightwing extremists. 


The allegations by Briton Peter Hounam and South 
African Steve McQuillan have been rejected by former 
State president F W de Klerk and former foreign affairs 
minister Pik Botha, now Minister of Energy and Mineral 
Affairs. 


The report said it had never been any secret that 
virtually all the experts involved in South Africa’s 
nuclear programme were sympathetic to the right wing. 


"The AWB wrald be extremely toolish to admit to 
possessing any nuclear weapons as this would cause a 
huge police crackdown,” said the report. 


"However...it is not beyond the realms of possibility that 
enouzh raw materials and equipment might have been 
removed from the nuclear project site (at Pelindaba near 
Pretoria) during the winding-down phase to enable such 
a device to be assembled elsewhere.” 


AWB spokesman Fred Rundle confirmed its intelligence 
unit had investigated claims that rightwingers might be 
in possession of nuclear devices. He declined to reveal 
the findings. 


The report said most of the technical experts involved 
in the nuclear programme were still in the country and 
still sympathetic to the rightwing cause. 


"It must also be borne in mind that the security staff 
and even the cleaning personnel at Pelindaba were all 
whites,” the report said. "It was AEC policy never to 
employ blacks in any capacity at the plant.” 


"These security personnel and other support staff were 
all drawn from blue-collar Afrikaans communities, also 
natural rightwing supporters. This would have made 
the removal of vital raw materials and equipment very 
easy.” 
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The report several people involved in the nuclear 
programme had been interviewed. It was not totally out 
of question that a nuclear device, even a low-grade one, 
was in the hands of “white patriots”. 

"At the very least the raw materials, parts and expertise 
are available to the right to build such a device at short 
notice,” the report said.

Cosatu Leader Shilowa Discusses Labor’s Role

of the recent wave of strikes in the publi: sector? Is 
it a sign of workers becoming disenchanted with a 
government they helped put into power? 


That is an incorrect interpretation. We must remember 
there was an expectation in some circles that industrial 
conflict would have come to an end with the coming in 
of a democratic government. I did not agree with that 
position. I think the opening up of the democratic space 
means that even those who previously felt they could 
not exercise their democratic rights will now come out 
of the closet. 


At the same time we must say that there has actually 
been a downward trend in the number of strikes that 
have occurred in the private sector. The total number 
of hours lost this year is down on past years. The same 
applies in the public sector. The fact that we have seen 
two high-profile strikes in the sector, involving nurses 
and municipal workers, should not be misread as a sign 
of unusually high levels of strike action. 


Also the strikes in the municipal sector were not 
right across the board. They took place primarily in 
141 municipalities, the majority of which were in the 
past under rightwing control. These authorities had 
nothing to lose from a prolonged strike that portrays 
the government in a bad light. 


In terms of the nurses strike, with the exception of those 
in Nehawu [expansion unknown] who are constantly 
briefed, its more a case of them not having enough 
confidence in the organisations which currently sit in 
the public sector negotiating chamber. They simply lack 
a vehicle to express their grievances. 


Are these based on unrealistic expectations and 
nondelivery by government? 


We believe that while government does have elements 
of a strategy to deal with issues such as the restructuring 
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of the public sector, they could have gone further 
in relation to closing the wage gap, retraining and 
regrading. In other words, government was well placed 
to move on non-wage issues. It need not have waited. 


What about the allegation made by the SA [South 
Africa] Municipal Workers’ Union that there was a 
perception among workers that government has sold 
out to big business? 


I think it is difficult to respond to what the municipal 
workers might have or might not have said. But we need 
to ask what is it, from a municipal worker’s point of 
view, that government could have given into in relation 
io big business. Big business wanted privatisation of 
services. There is, however, no wholesale privatisation 
of services. 


The criticism that government is giving in to big busi- 
ness therefore tends to be a generalisation. If govern- 
ment for example says it needs to develop a growth 
Strategy and big business welcomes such a statement, it 
is not good enough to then accuse government of sell- 
ing out. We too, as labour, believe the country needs 
a growth strategy. Instead labour should be fighting 
for a working class bias in the approach to achieving 
growth. Take privatisation. When government says it 
will consider a partnership in the ownership of Telkom 
[Telecommunications Corporation] and business wel- 
comes this, it does not mean government is determined 
to privatise Telkom and that it is anti-worker. 


But government dces appear to have shifted closer 
to accepting privatisation? 


There has been a considerable shift from positions held 
by the MDM [Mass Democratic Movement]. But there 
is also huge disappointment from the private sector 
and big business, which is not looking for the sale of 
assets that are minning at a loss. They are looking at 
Telkom, Transnet [public transportation company] and 
SAA [South African Airways]. If they can get those 
three, they will be convinced that the ANC has come of 
age. The fact that the ANC has not gone that far, at least 
for the time being, means that there is disappointment 
on the side of big business. 


Our position remains that we are opposed to the 
wholesale privatisation of state assets. But we have 
a choice — to approach it dogmatically and say no 
privatisation at all and then fight rearguard battles. The 
other option is to adopt a more strategic approach. We 
have said we will look at government’s position as put 
forward in the cabinet document. We feel comfortable 
with some of the principles it advocates. But we differ 
on others. Therefore, we have taken the view that we 
must have our own workshop in which we will develop 
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a Strategic perspective — not only to privatisation, but 
also to the 1996/97 Budget. 


What about consensus in Cosatu [Congress of South 
African Trade Unions} on the new Labour Relations 
Act [LRA] — some in your federation call it a 
“miserable compromise"? 


I went to the Wits region shop stewards council — 
there were about 1,000 shop stewards — to explain 
what our demands were and what we accepted finally. 
We analysed the two bits of information to determine 
whether we were guilty of a wholesale compromise. The 
conclusion was that we were not guilty of a "miserable 
compromise". We accepted at the end that we had to 
make a strategic choice. We asked ourselves whether 
we wanted an LRA that resembled exactly one that we 
would have written all on our own. And the answer was 
no. 


But we have to understand why there is the perception 
that the settlement on the LRA was a miserable com- 
promise. There are two reasons: 


One of these relates to the fact that apart from the nego- 
tiators, many unions, have not gone out to their mem- 
bers to ask: what is the mandate negotiators were given; 
what decisions has the CEC [expansion unknown] taken 
subsequent to that; and what endorsement were given to 
the Bill. 


Secondly, some of those unions have not explained to 
their members what we achieved through mass action. 
People tend to think it was wasted energy, whereas 
during the height of the action, we said employers do 
not want to have the Bill passed this year. The fact that 
we were able to defeat them on that score is in no way 
a result of the skill of negotiators but on the pressure of 
mass action. This was never properly communicated to 
some of our members. 


Business also gave in on the question of closed shops. 
If you look at the advertisements that Business South 
Africa placed in newspapers, they vowed never to accept 
closed shops. 


The fact that they were able to shift was not based on our 
ability to negotiate but on their realisation that there was 
a groundswell of support from workers for organised 
labour’s position. 


But is that inability to communicate continuously 
with members not a serious problem? That in fact 
happened during the NEF [expansion unknown] 
period. And it seems Cosatu has not corrected the 


problem. 


The situation was different in the NEF. In some 
instances, not even the Exco and CEC were quite sure 
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what our strategies were in relation to negotiations at the 
NEF, I think in the case of Nedlac [National Economic 
Development and Labor Council] negotiations, there 
have been no instances where negotiato?s have not 
reported back to the CEC to the Exco. 


Secondly, on all of these issues, we have tried to keep 
our membership informed through our publications such 
as the Shopsteward magazine. 


Thirdly, we have three negotiations bulletins. There 
have also been at least two shop stewards councils in 
each region this year at which we explained what was 
happening. So that is not where the real problem lies. 
The problem is that certain affiliates have not used their 
Own structures to Communicate and get mandates. So 
there is an extent to which we as Cosatu office bearers 
can use our Own structures to communicate with our 
members. But we can only succeed to the extent that 
affiliates bring their shopstewards along to shopsteward 
councils. 


But is that not a problem of the federation at the end 
of the day? And given this problem, should you be 
participating in Nedlac at all given your structural 
shortcomings? 


Yes, these are ultimately the problems of the feder ation 
but then you cannot say that because of those structural 
problems, we should not participate in tripartite forums 
like Nedlac. Cosatu has two choices — the one is to 
{word indistinct] because affiliates cannot communicate 
with their members, Cosatu will. When you look at our 
membership of 1.3 million, this is an impossible task 
for the federation. 


We must remember that governance cannot wait be- 
Cause we cannot get our act together. So our approach 
is to say that whatever we are capable to doing, we 
must do. We must also remember that there are some 
affiliates, whose constituencies have not questioned the 
outcome of the Nedlac negotiations — and that is be- 
cause they have carried their members along every step 
of the way. So it is not a widespread problem. Some of 
those questioning the settlement are just intellectuals. 


But in the end, I cannot go the route which says that 
until all unions can report back and get mandates, we 
Cannot interact with government and business. Then we 
will have to go back to barking at every other minister 
when we are unhappy with their decisions. That is not 
helpful. 


The manner in which the scab labour issue was 
handied in the tripartite alliance suggested that 
Cosatu’s intervention through the alliance did not 
quite work because the ANC did not shift to support 
Cosatu’s position. 
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We must begin to accept that we are a distinct and 
independent organisation and that the ANC will take 
decisions that we do not always agree with. And I 
think because it was Cosatu and the ANC that were in 
disagreement, we tend to think it was a problem. That 
also does not mean that we are ineffective. Lets take 
the privatisation question. The position that government 
has tabled for discussion would not have been what it 
is had we not intervened. 


The fact that the ANC will agree and disagree with 
Cosatu does not mean that Cosatu’s intervention is not 
sharp enough. It only means that there areas on which 
we agree and others on which we disagree. The alliance 
is based on an acceptance that there will be agreement 
and disagreement. 


If the ANC agrees to everything that Cosatu wants, 
critics would be right to say that the ANC is an 
extension of Cosatu. On scab labour, there was no 
disagreement that it was undesirable. What we differed 
on was the method of ensuring that scab labour was 
discouraged. We said it should be discouraged by using 
legislation to ban its use. The ANC said no. It said you 
put various mechanisms into law which make the use 
of scab labour difficult. 


We must be careful to suggest that because we were 
unable to secure one or two out of over a 100 demands, 
our intervention was useless. Finally, nothing stops 
Cosatu from tuking up the issue of scab labour at 
Nedlac, or for that matter at industry level negotiations 
when we go to annual bargaining sessions next year. 
Obviously I am disappointed that we not able to secure 
a ban on scab labour through law. 


Cosatu Congress Opens; U.S. Cuba Policy Maligned

Despite the fact that Cosatu wasn’t internationally 
aligned, chairman Velaphi Nkosi said Cosatu should or- 
ganise with other unions abroad and boycott American 
goods in protest of the United States’ policy of eco- 
nomic embargo toward Cuba, a communist. country in 
the Caribbean sea south-east of the US. 


Shilowa said the human rights’ track records of Com- 
momwealth countries such as Nigeria would need to be 
scrutinised at the Commonwealth conference scheduled 
for November 10-13. 


There was also a need for world-wide support for a 
social contract clause in trade agreements. "There must 
not only be free trade but there must also be fair trade," 
said Shilowa. "This means countries who we trade 
with must respect freedom of association, collective 
bargaining and a ban on child labour." 


Cosatu has not taken an official stance on privatisation 
but has said it would be against taking public assets that 
belong to the people and selling them for a profit that 
would benefit only a few. "Economic growth means to 
have the economy expand," Shilowa said, questioning 
the effectiveness of selling government-run companies 
like Telkom [Telecommunications Corporation] over to 
the private sector. 


Shilowa said Cosatu would continue to work with 
the African National Congress and the government, 
especially in the upcoming local government elections. 
Taking time to step on the campaign trail, Shilowa said 
opponents of the ANC were misplacing criticisms. "The 
National Party was in power for more than 46 years and 
were unable to deliver the promises they speak of." 


"When they criticise the government for crime I think 
we should tell them how many of us travel by train each 
day and how many of us have gone through red robots 
[stop lights} in the townships because of crime." 


"There has always been this problem and what did the 
NP do?" 


"The Inkatha Freedom Party for many years was the 
ruling party in KwaZulu/Natal but they have not made 
any changes." 


"The only reason why some parts of the province have 
water now is because of Kader Asmal, Minister of Water 
Affairs.” 


Shilowa said workers would continue to fight for human 
rights but would mobilise themselves politically to make 
a change. 
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The government was a "necessary evil" in terms of the 
labour movement, Shilowa said.

(FBIS Transcribed Excerpt] A week ago, government 
unveiled what is perhaps one of its most ambitious 
development plans yet to transform South Africa’s 
Cities into non-racial, environmentally healthy, vibrant 
engines of growth that will become the core of a 
globally competitive national economy.

Government’s own research has revealed that nothing 
short uf massive investment will be necessary to address 
the needs that exist in the country’s metropoles, cities 
and towns. [passage omitted] 


The cost of an urban renewal plan on a scale that 
addresses the existing shortfalls and expands capacity to 
accommodate projected growth in the urban population 
will be phenomenal. Government has no illusions about 
that. The strategy document says that the 10-year 
programme will cost about R61-billion (rands). 
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"This cost refers to municipal infrastructure only," the 
urban development strategy document says. "It thus 
excludes economic (commercial and industrial) and 
social facilities as well as national bulk schemes like 
dams and electricity generating plants. It also excludes 
recurrent (running) costs of services like water and 
electricity." 


This suggests that the overall costs, some of which will 
have to be borne by line ministries involved in the 
provision of bulk schemes, will be much higher. It also 
assumes that the consumers of services will pay towards 
the running costs to make the infrastructural investment 
of R61-billion meaningful. 


The obvious question that arises is whether the country 
can afford such huge costs. Government believes it 
can and in fact says that a 10-year programme costing 
R60 to R70-billion in capital expenditure and another 
R7 to R10-billion in land costs is feasible from a 
macroeconomic point of view. 


The RDP Ministry says it is possible, despite the cost 
implications, to ensure that within 10 years, the country 
can provide basic services of international standard to 
everyone in the country. 


But this does not mean that every South African 
will have access to the same level of infrastructure 
services within the 10 year timeframe set for the urban 
development plan. Government itself concedes that the 
cost of addressing these backlogs depends on the levels 
of services introduced. Its cost estimate of R61-billion 
is based on the assumption that delivery will take place 
according to an appropriate mix of basic, intermediate 
and full services. 


According to the urban development plan, basic services 
will include communal standpipes for water provision, 
on-site sanitation, graded roads with gravel and open 
stormwater drains as well as street lights. 


The plan also describes intermediate services as those 
which entail water provision through yard taps on site, 
simple water-borne sanitation, narrow paved roads with 
no kerbs and open stormwater drains, and electricity 
with prepaid meters for households. 


Full services would entail water supplies connected to 
houses, full water-borne sanitation, paved roads with 
kerbs and piped drains. Electricity supply would be 
stepped up where full services are offered. 


The question that arises is: how will government dis- 
tribute the provision of these services. The development 
plan emphasises affordability saying: South Africa sim- 
ply cannot afford to make irresponsible decisions. 
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"Two realities need to be confronted: first, people 
need services and, second, service provision has to be 
expanded in an affordable manner," the document says. 
It adds that careful targeting is essential to ensure that 
basic needs are met in a way that the country can afford. 


This, in part means, that households with an income of 
less than R800 a month will be eligible for basic services 
only. They will also be charged between R35 and R50 
a month for these services. It is estimated that there are 
about 3.3 million households in this income category. 
The next category of services, according to the urban 
development plan, will be affordable to households with 
a total income of between R800 and R1,700 a month. 
This intermediate category of services will cost between 
R100 and R130 a month. QC?re are estimated to be 
about 2.4 million households in this category. 


At the top end of the scale, government will target 
households earning anything upwards of R1,700 a 
month for full services. But even within this category, 
it anticipates that households earning between R1,700 
and R3,500 a month will only be able to afford low 
consumption of the full services and that could cost 
them between R180 and R220 a month. Households 
earning more than R3,500 a month will be required to 
pay for the full services at "high consumption" rates of 
between R270 and R350 a month. 


Decisions about the distribution of levels of services 
will not be the responsibility of national government. 
"The choice of service levels is a local decision, subject 
to local affordability within the context of nation and 
provincial guidelines," government’s plan says. 


According to a study conducted on poverty levels by 
the National Institute for Economic Policy, an estimated 
10 percent of employed workers earn less than R263 
a month. That is not all. A Project for Statistics on 
Living Standards and Development survey found that 75 
percent of South Africans between the ages of 18 to 64 
in the poorest category of households are unemployed 
while a further seve: percent are in casual employment 
or are self-employed. 


It seems highly unlikely that these households can afford 
even the R35 to 50 a month for the very basic level of 
services. 


The RDP Ministry says in the urban development 
Strategy document "government is fully aware that many 
poor households will continue to experience difficulties 
paying for services in full". 


It also concedes that the scope for extensive redistribu- 
tion through local taxes and service charges is relatively 
limited. While existing tariffs and taxes will have to rise 
by two to three percent a year for the duration of the 
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programme, this will not be enough to bring about a suf- 
ficient redistribution from richer to poorer households. 


The question that then arises is: how does government 
hope to address the problem of non-payment or under- 
payment for services that is almost certain to arise? This 
is not a problem that is unique to the urban development 
strategy. Government’s housing subsidy scheme, too, 
faces the challenge of ensuring that it makes provision 
for more than just its standard subsidy when it comes 
to households whose incomes total less than R800 a 
month. 


The RDP Ministry’s plan says it is inevitable that 
transfers to local authorities, which currently amount 
to R700-million a year, will need to continue for 
some time. But this will demand [word indistinct] 
systematic system of intergovernmental grant financing, 
which will also support the development of municipal 
infrastructure, it says. To this extent, grant mechanisms 
like the housing subsidy, the RDP office’s R800-million 
programme to extend municipal infrastructure as well as 
other subsidies channelled through line ministries like 
water affairs, transport and public works will have to be 
reviewed and co-ordinated, the plan says. 


While it is hoped that this will help take care of recurrent 
and operating costs, there is still the question of capital 
costs that has to be addressed. 


Of the total, central government is expected to make 
available between R30 and R35-billion only. According 
to the urban development strategy, high-income house- 
holds, who will have to pay the full cost of internal 
services and connection fees, will contribute about 10 
percent (between R7 and R10-billion) of the total cost. 


The remaining half of the funding for the 10-year 
development programme will have to come from local 
service providers through the redirection of existing 
capital budgets, borrowing and investment from the 
private sector. 


Private sector partnership in the urban development 
Strategy will be welcomed by business, which has for 
some time been calling for the privatisation of service 
provision at local authority level. 


According to the urban development strategy, the pri- 
vate sector has an important role to play in managing 
service delivery, investing in service delivery compa- 
nies and in financing infrastructure investment. Exactly 
how the private sector could play this role will vary 
from one locality to another. But in general, govern- 
ment hopes that private sector involvement could be 
facilitated through the commercialisation of local gov- 
ernment departments into independent business units, 
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service contracts and even "full-scale privatisation" of 
service departments. [passage omitted] 


Government will, however, have to offer much more 
than just the option of privatisation as an incentive to 
attract private sector investment to fund the urban de- 
velopment programme. Prospects for economic growth 
and attractive returns on investment in infrastructural 
development will be crucial. 


At one level, the development strategy says fiscal and 
monetary policies aimed at achieving an economic 
growth rate of at least three percent will have to be 
a key feature of an urban investment programme. It 
remains confident that investment in infrastructure stock 
will have a significant impact on GDP growth. This is 
proven by World Bank research it says. 


More important in the context of urban development, 
attention must be focused on enhancing the capacity of 
the urban areas to generate greater economic activity. 
This is central to achieving growth and competitive- 
ness, alleviating urban poverty and maximising direct 
employment through the implementation of urban de- 
velopment programmes. 


For this to be realised, efforts will have to be directed 
at expanding and attracting economic activity through 
aggressive local economic development strategies. [pas- 
sage omitted] 


Clearly, the success of this elaborate development strat- 
egy will depend to very large measure on how its differ- 
ent components are assembled to make implementation 
possible. But given the projected rate of urbanisation of 
South Africa’s population, the country does not have a 
choice but to ensure success. The alternative will be the 
inevitable decay of our urban centres into slums resem- 
bling cities in many parts of the third world.

To a large extent, his 
success has been achieved through the various election 
agreements signed between these three parties at places 
like Pietersburg, where the CP’s deputy leader, Willie 
Snyman, is a candidate. 


This euphoria is being maintained. The clearest sign is 
the front-page report in last weekend’s RAPPORT about 
Viljoen’s possible prosecution.

Special Forces’ Amphibious Arm Viewed

a diet of James Bond and Hollywood celluloid heroes 
would gasp if they were present to see South Africa’s 
crack special forces swing into action. 


Climbing up the sides of ships in heaving seas, stealing 
ashore at the dead of night from assault craft, and diving 
fully armed into the chilly Atlantic Ocean are child's 
play to the men of 4 Special Forces regiment [4SFR], 
the amphibious arm of the South African special forces. 
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The South African army has for the first time given the 
media a look at the training undertaken by these men 
who wear the Viking helmet as their identification mark. 


The army explains the significance of the helmet this 
way: "The Vikings are famed for their ferocity and cre- 
ativity as the first real seaborne raiders. The old Norse 
word, Vikings, means ‘prepared.’ This symbolism has 
been carried over to 4 Special Forces regiment. Daunt- 
less actions stem from tough training in a breathtaking 
but harsh environment." 


They are a tough breed. On perpetual six-hour standby 
in case of need, these soldiers work quickly and quietly 
against enemy positions — and almost invariably at 
night. 


"We only have eight hours of darkness in which to 
strike, says 4SFR commanding officer Colonel Krubert 
Nel at his virtually inaccessible base at Saldanha Bay 
on the west coast. 


The top-security base is known as Donkergat and to 
reach it you have to cross the bay in a small ferry or by 
fast-moving crash boat — an army version of a skiboat. 


Their work is so secret that only limited access was 
provided by an apologetic army. But that is not surpris- 
ing, particularly as the sayings of Chinese strategist and 
leader Mao Tzedong and others form part of their vo- 
cabulary. Each quotation is about how to hit the enemy 
before the enemy hits you, and that means secrecy. 


Chairman Mao’s one particular warning about brushing 
the enemy before he knows you are there is at the top 
of the list for these tough men who regard themselves 
as On a par with British and Israeli special forces — and 
that includes the famed Special Air Services (SAS). 


Nel’s unit handles all the special forces amphibian 
training and operational activities. There are other 
special forces bases at Phalaborwa (guerrilla warfare) 
and Durban (urban warfare), and often training of the 
amphibious unit is carried out at the other two bases as 
well as at the appropriately named Hell’s Gate on the 
Natal north coast. 


With conventional war no longer a factor for the 
moment, given the end of the Cold War and the 
advent of democratic government in South Africa, the 
special forces continue to keep themselves in a state of 
readiness through anti-drug activities and intelligence 
gathering, the latter an ongoing and necessary function 
at any time. 


They are specialists in ending hostage situations, pro- 
tecting sea installations, and boarding ships at sea as 
well as storming land targets. 
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Founded 23 years ago, as an experimental unit, 4SFR is 
regarded as one of the most technologically advanced 
in the South African National Defence Force (SANDF). 
Members use all manner of equipment to reach their 
goals from laser range-finders and sniper rifles fitted 
with telescopic lenses and other electronic aids which 
are Classified, to specially-designed ropes and ladders, 
solar panels, underwater radios (they work), satellite 
positioning systems, night vision equipment and medical 
packs which can help a 15-man team for 10 days if 
stranded in bush country. 


Everything they carry is water- and sand-proofed, a 
technique which has been developed in-house (as has 
much of their weaponry) through trial and error. 


Right now 4SFR is carrying out an "experiment" which 
a year ago they would have laughed out of court — they 
are introducing women recruits into the unit in terms of 
the demands of the Interim Constitution. 


The first group has just completed a series of courses 
and the results are being evaluated before a decision is 
taken to continue with the project, says Nel. 


"We are sorting out the matter", he said, adding that 400 
women had so far applied to become members, but the 
fall-out rate was so high that only a handful had finished 
the courses. 


"Our philosophy is that if a woman wants to join then 
she must do the same things we do," Nel said. 


That’s a tough order, for it means she has to become 
expert at unarmed combat, be able to dive with full kit, 
swim ashore from bobbing boats, scramble up the sides 
of buildings or ships or cliffs, and know how to find the 
way home in inhospitable territory. 


"Other armies are also seeking female recruits, but we 
are sure that South African women are made of tougher 
stuff than their counterparts elsewhere," Nel said, with 
a smile which would probably make a woman recruit 
swoon — or faint when she finds out what the training 
entails. 


But women can take heart from the fact that it is not 
only them who fall by the wayside — men, too, suffer 
the indignity of being told they are not going to make 
the grade. An astonishing 98% of all male recruits don’t 
make it to the end of the year-long training programme. 


Nel disclosed that 460 former members of the Bo- 
phuthatswana and Transkei armies special forces unit 
had tried to gain admittance, hut only 10 had completed 
the training course. 


"A person has to have a particular temperament to work 
with special forces. They have to be individualistic, but 
not loners; they have to follow orders and not make their 
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own. We look for energetic people of a high standard. 
They have to be self-disciplined, responsible and be 
medically fit." 


The pre-selection training should make any would-be 
special forces soldier guip — there is a 3.2km run 
to start with, followed by firemen’s lifts, rope climbs, 
wall climbing and many other exercises before being 
accepted for the 42-week basic training course. 


This course involves physical training for the first three 
weeks, and only then are they taught obstacle crossing 
techniques, air operations, survival techniques and battle 
preparations. 


This is followed by training in bushcraft techniques, 
Sailing, photography, signals, underwater demolition, 
reconnaissance swimming, and qualifying as an attack 
diver. 


"If you make the grade you can carry on. Everywhere 
along the line there are drop-out points. There is no 
second chance," said Nel. 


He neatly skirted around questions about past deeds of 
the special forces. "We worked towards national goals 
set for us," was his diplomatic answer to what happened 
during the apartheid era in countries such as Angola, 
Botswana and Lesotho. 


It is well-documented that airborne special forces 
wreaked havoc in all these countries during the years 
of total onslaught. They acted the pathfinders for the 
troops which followed, neutralising the enemy at every 
turn, or participating in special operations which saw 
people killed and buildings destroyed. 


The infamous covert Civil Cooperation Bureau (CCB) 
which was unmasked by the Harms Commission in the 
late 19808 was also said to have been made up of special 
force members. 


There is little chance of the SANDF closing down 
special forces, despite pressures which might be brought 
to bear on the military and Government to do so as a 
result of activities in earlier years. 


The name of the unit has undergone numerous changes 
over the years since starting out life as Alpha Group 
in 1978, almost immediately after the end of Operation 
Savannah in Angola, when the value of an advance unit 
which could act as pathfinders for ground and air attacks 
was recognised as being of vital importance by the then- 
SADF [South African Defense Force). 


Alpha was changed to 4 Reconnaissance Commando — 
the Recces — and was given regimental status in 1985 
before being amalgamated with 453 Parachute Battalion 
in 1993 and resurrected as a regiment earlier this year. 
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"We have been told that if there is ever a problem (such 
as conflict) we will be the very last unit to be closed. In 
fact, we have been told if there is conflict, it is up to us 
at the end of it to switch off the lights of South Africa 
as we leave by the back door," Nel said.

What were the main decisions made by the nonaligned 
countries at the conference in Colombia? 


[Chikoty] Well, first of all, 1 would like to speak of 
the major problems the Nonaligned Movement has been 
facing. With the end of the Cold War many countries 
believed that the existence of the Nonaligned Movement 
was no longer necessary. This led to a crisis such 
as the disappearance of some founding members like 
Yugoslavia, so the movement was in a relative crisis at 
the 1992 summit. 


During the conference in Jakarta, the Nonaligned Move- 
ment redefined its objectives, and its main aim is the 
independence and sovereignty of states and noninterfer- 
ence by developed countries. The bigger powers such as 
NATO and the United States are still the biggest forces. 
Economically, although some efforts have been made 
to transfer technology and economic funds to undevel- 
oped countries, there is still considerable poverty. So 
today there is a consensus among all 116 countries that 
attended the meeting that this struggle should be rede- 
fined through various international bodies such as the 
United Nations. 


(Mainsel] The conference ended without an agreement 
on UN reforms. What is your personal view about this? 


[Chikoty] I believe there is a consensus on this is- 
sue. The Nonaligned Movement wants a democratized 
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United Nations. There are a number of proposals, with 
some member states calling for broader participation in 
the UN Security Council — for instance, there were 
proposals for adding two members from Latin America, 
two from Africa, and two from Asia. So although we 
have just begun debating this issue, all the nonaligned 
countries reaffirmed the need to restructure and democ- 
ratize this important body, particularly mechanisms that 
decide on problems affecting weaker countries. 


[Mainsel] What reforms do you think should take place 
in the United Nations? 


[Chikoty] Well, during the Cold War the United Nations 
had responded in a specific way in view of the two 
Opposing blocs, so everything was done in line with 
the two blocs. Now we believe that there should be no 
small and big states. So the nonaligned countries insisted 
on the issue of equality of states so as to promote 
democracy and respect the interest of each country. For 
instance, regarding the socioeconomic issue and external 
debt, the nonaligned summit also reiterated that there 
should be a global vision of human rights. Human rights 
should not be viewed in a partial and selective context 
but in a global plan and according to the situation 
of each state. I believe this conference permitted the 
underdeveloped countries to understand that there is a 
need to restructure the world bodies. So I believe this 
summit is a major force for the Nonaligned Movement’s 
future prospects. [end recording] 


UN Representative Discusses Peace Process

Last week, a source accused 
UNITA of trying to derail the process by always bring- 
ing up unclear ideas at the talks, causing a delay of 
the FALA troop-confinement process, which was sched- 
uled to begin on 20 October. UN Special Representative 
Alioune Blondin Beye said:

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on the confinement of : oldiers, the Joint Commission 
expressed satisfaction at the fact that of the 15 assembly 
areas, 14 already have been picked. On the construction 
of army camps, the Joint Commission is happy that 
work is about to end in Huambo Province’s Vila Nova 
and Lunduimbali Districts and will be ready by 27 
September. [end recording] 


It will be difficult to confine soldiers in assembly points 
before the conclusion of talks on the FAA’s forma- 
tion. Filipe Valerio Siban.'a, UN Angola Verification 
Mission-3 commander, believes UNITA soldiers should 
be sent to confinement areas at the time as others are 
being demobilized and incorporated into the FAA. In 
the meeting held on 19 October, the Joint Commission 
demanded that the two sides speed up the process. 


However, talks between the two military delegations 
have been suspended since General Ben-Ben and his 
team withdrew from Luanda, alleging lack of security 
after the shooting of one of the UNITA general's 
bodyguards. The Joint Commission, which already has 
set up a commission of inquiry to investigate the 
issue, says hasty statements and speculation should be 
avoided, and the issue should be dealt with seriously so 
as not to complicate the process. 


UNITA’s Voice of Resistance of the Black Cockerel 
in Jamba already has reported that its generals will not 
return to Luanda unless security conditions are guaran- 
teed. However, Luanda’s police commander, Commis- 
sioner Ferreira Neto, said UNITA’s allegations on the 
issue are false. The Joint Commission is scheduled to 
leave for northern Negage and Quibaxe Districts to in- 
spect UNITA troop- confinement areas. The confine- 
ment of soldiers, demobilization, general integration, 
and the return of the Rapid Intervention Police into as- 
sembly areas are crucial tasks at a time when the first 
anniversary of the Lusaka Protocol, 20 November, is 


approaching.

[FBIS Translated Text] Robert Guei, the chief of 
defense staff, had made a promise. He kept his word. 
For having refused, right to the end, to order the 
soldiers to leave their barracks, he was dismissed and 
put under house arrest, despite his appointment to a 
ghost ministerial post aimed at deceiving the soldiers. 


Let us put it clearly that Gen. Robert Guei is currently 
Bedie’s prisoner. He is, as it is said in the jargon, under 
house arrest. He is a prisoner under surveillance and 
must not leave his residence which is guarded by men 
in Bedie’s pay. They received orders to kill him in cold 
blood. 


Apart from Robert Guei, it is reported that his driver 
and his aide de camp were arrested. His cousin, who 
was responsible for the powder magazine of Akouedo 
is declared missing. 


According to other reports, most of the elements of 
the FIRPAC Paracommando Rapid Intervention Force 
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[FIRPAC], the troop of marksmen of the Ivorian Army 
loyal to Robert Guei, vanished into thin air to avoid 
being arrested like some of their fellow soldiers. 


How did the quite singular situation of Robert Guei’s 
dismissal come about? The original cause was the chief 
of defense staff's alleged refusal to order the Army out 
of their barracks. He reportedly maintained his position 
despite the pressing order given him by Bedie who was 
in the company of Ahoua Nguetta. For Robert Guei, 
the role of the Army is not to see to the maintenance 
of order. According to this source, in front of Bedie’s 
insistence, Robert Guei offered to leave the post for his 
deputy, Navy Captain Lassana Timite. 


According to a second version from military sources, 
Robert Guei was reportedly forced under the threat of 
arms to resign. It all happened on 21 October on the eve 
of the elections. Robert Guei allegedly called Colonel 
Botty Bi Goore, whose father is Gouro and mother 
Baoule, to instruct him on how the troops must behave 
if they were to go to the ground. 


Col. Botty Bi Goore, head of the FIRPAC, reportedly 
refused to go to the residence of his superior, Gen. Guei. 
Surprised by this insubordination, the latter decided to 
go to Akouedo. It was then that he saw Commander 
Lath coming. The head of the General Investigations 
Service was followed by two cars. Lath, who was 
called by Robert Guei, reportedly refused to stop. The 
general then chased him within the Gallieni Camp up 
to the Indenie, near the Fire Service Headquarters. Lath 
pretended to be stopping and then sped on toward 
Akouedo Camp. Robert Guei sent a radio message that 
he should not be allowed to enter the camp. 


Once at the entrance of the camp in front of the 
closed metal gate, the commander reportedly slapped the 
sentinel, handcuffed him, and took him to an unknown 
destination. 


When he arrived at the camp and asked Col. Botty 
Bi Goore the reason for his refusal to go to the 
Gallieni Camp, Robert Guei reportedly heard the head 
of the FIRPAC answer him: “Don’t bother me.” These 
words permitted Robert Guei to understand too late that 
something was brewing against him. 


It was then that he went to General Tanny to inform 
him about the situation. The latter asked Gen. Guei 
that they should go and see General Ouassenan Kone 
together. After seeing Gen. Kone, they all went to 
Bedie’s residence where he was informed about his 
dismissal and arrest. For the troops not to budge from 
their barracks and to prevent the Army from trying to 
revolt, the public was to be told that Robert Guei was 
promoted as minister. 
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The truth is that we know there was no cabinet meeting 
on 21 October. Furthermore, since officially, Bedie no 
longer president on the eve of the election day, did he 
have the right to appoint a minister? 


Robert Guei is a very curious minister: promoted and 
imprisoned on the same day. He was replaced by a man 
from the Navy who has no real weight. However, as 
bad habits are hard to die, it is proper to know that 
this Lassana Timite is married to Marguerite Konan 
Kanga, professor in pediatrics, a Baoule from Kahankro, 
Bouake, whose father is called Antoine Konan Kanga, 
former mayor of Abidjan.
